To the inhabitants of the Town of Richmond in the County 
of Cheshire in said State, qualified to vote in Town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said 
town on Tuesday, the ninth day of March next, at nine of the 
clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year and make appropria- 
tions of the same. 


3. To choose Delegates to the Constitutional Convention, 
and act upon the following question, to-wit: Is it expedient to 
revise the constitution ? 


4. To see how much money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the highways and bridges in addition to the 
amount required by law. 


5. To see if the town will vote to accept state aid for 
construction of Class II road from Richmond to Fitzwilliam 
and raise and appropriate for said purpose the sum of $421.50 
or will vote to accept state aid for assistance on Class V roads 
and raise and appropriate for said purpose the sum of $421.50. 


6. To see if the town will vote to allow 5% discount on 
all property taxes paid within thirty days of date of tax invoice. 


7. To see how much money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the care of cemeteries and Allen Park the 
ensuing year. 


8. To see how much money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the library in addition to the amount re- 
quired by law. 


9. To see if the town will vote to authorize the selectmen 
and treasurer to borrow money for use of the town in anticipa- 
tion of taxes. 


10. To see how much money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for old age assistance and relief for the ensuing 
year. 


11. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the Cy. 
Taylor Hill road so-called between the West Swanzey road and 
the Gunn road, including the side road to the old Taylor place. 


12. To hear the reports of agents, auditors or committees 
heretofore chosen or take any action relating thereto. 


13. To take any other action on any matter that may le- 
eally come before the meeting.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE 


The routine inspection of each pupil’s hair, scalp, teeth, 
skin, posture and general hygiene began with the opening of 
the school year. 


The following defects were found when the annual ex- 
amination was made by Dr. Emerson. 


Number pupils examined, 49 
Number defective vision, 

Number defective teeth, 24 
Number diseased tonsils, 21 
Number defective breathing, 15 
Number enlarged glands, 1 
Number underweight, 10%, 8 


22 school visits were made since last report. 


12 home visits were made following up defects for the 
purpose of securing corrections. Parents were urged to take 
advantage of the opportunities offered through the clinics to 
have their children’s defects treated. 


14 pint bottles of Cod Liver Oil were given out through the 
school, milk was served through the school also over a period 
of about 2 months. 


The beneficial results of Cod Liver Oil and milk, furnished 
through the schools during the past three years is seen in the 
ovenerally improved health of the children. The correction of 
defects, together with the additional nutrition, left the chil- 
dren free to gain; only in this way could best results be ob- 
tained. 
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During childhood, the growth, development and health of 
the teeth is dependent more upon proper nutrition than any 
other factor. A balanced diet which includes adequate amounts 
of vitamins A D and C must be given if we expect to obtain 
results. !The best source of vitamins A and D is Cod Liver Oil. 
Oranges, tomatoes and raw cabbage are rich in vitamin C., 


In addition to good nutrition the teeth must be kept clean. 
As soon as several baby teeth appear they must be watched 
earefully and if through neglect a cavity appears it should be 
filled immediately. It is high time that mothers ‘‘ery down’’ 
the old myth that baby teeth, are unimportant ‘‘just a make- 
shift until the permanent teeth come.’’ The baby teeth are 
the natural guides for the permanent teeth when they come. 
The so-called ‘‘six year molars,’’ four of them, upon which not 
only the whole permanent set but the actual shape of the face 
the mental and physical welfare of the child depend, are often 
lost, most parents thinking them temporary teeth do not worry 
if they begin to decay. 


The first teeth neglected or removed too soon, will spoil 
the appearance of the permanent set and should never be re- 
moved without the advice of your dentist. Much suffering, 
both mental and physical would be prevented if the teeth were 
properly cared for from early childhood. 


I thank the teachers, school officials, and all others who 
have co-operated in the interest and support of the health work 
in the schoo] and community.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


To the School Board and Citizens of Richmond: 


I have the honor to submit, herewith, my twelfth annual 
report. 


BUILDINGS AND GROUNDS: Practically no repairs were 
made on the buildings this year. As I suggested a year ago, the 
playground at the Four-Corners School should be improved 
year by year as funds are available until the whole yard is 
suitable for play. It is too hazardous to play in the highway. 
Something must be done to make available the excellent water 
supply on this lot. Playground space and an adequate supply 
of water is also needed at North Richmond. Both buildings 
need painting and considerable repairing, otherwise they will 
soon be in a run-down condition. 


The buildings known as District No. 13 School is an eye 
sore, It is a constant expense to the School District to keep it 
in repair, Under existing conditions, it will probably never be 
needed for school purposes. I trust the voters will vote affirma- 
tively on Article 9, to enable the School Board to dispose of this 
building on the best possible terms for the School District. 


TEACHERS AND PUPILS: Again no changes were made 
in the teaching staff. One of the best ways to improve educa- 
tional possibilities is to improve the physical condition of the 
pupils. To this end, I trust all citizens will read carefully the 
report of Miss Margaret Harris, School Nurse. There are 43 
pupils attending schools in the District, 3 attending Troy 
schools, 7 attending Thayer High School, Winchester, and 1 at- 
tending Keene High School, thus accounting for 54 pupils.

The schools are equipped with the most modern text books 
and other necessary equipment for school work and I believe 
that the work being done compares favorably with that of other 
schools of this type. 


For the cooperation that has been accorded me by the 
School Board, parents, teachers and pupils, I am indeed grate- 
ful.
